Actors who portray professional baseball play- 
ers are not themselves professional baseball 
players. So hitting home runs — or just making 
contact with the ball— isn’t automatic. 

“There {were} some times when I struck 
out. Struck out over and over again,” says 
Chadwick Boseman, who stars as legendary 
Brooklyn Dodger Jackie Robinson in “42.” ‘At 
a certain point you wonder, ‘Oh, I hope I re- 
ally can do this.’ ” 

He absolutely did it. The relatively un- 
known actor (seen on TV’s “Lincoln Heights” 
and “Persons Unknown”) but acclaimed play- 
wright (his “Deep Azure” was nominated for 
a 2006 Joseph Jefferson Award) is fantastic as 
the baseball great, who in the late 1940s strives 
to break baseball’s color barrier with support 
from his wife (Nicole Beharie) and Dodgers 


president Branch Rickey (Harrison Ford). 

At Wrigley Field— a place where, Boseman 
notes, Robinson was booed— the 36 -year-old 
South Carolina native talked about how “42” 
could have gone wrong, drawing inspiration 
from the past and how to avoid living in a “Jer- 
sey Shore” world. 

Why do you think you got the role in “42*7 

I don’t know. I really don’t know. I know 
that [writer-director] Brian Helgoland and 
I, I think we realized that we would be mak- 
ing the same movie. I think when you’re 
a director, it’s kind of like being a coach. 

You need those players on the team that 
are coaches on the floor, and I think he felt 
secure in the fact that I had the passion for 
it. That I believed in it. 



During filming, did he direct you by 
twirling his arm and shouting, “Go 
home!** like a third-base coach? 

No, no. [Laughs.] That’s a funny joke, 
though. We actually didn’t have to 
talk that much. We would just kind of 
look at each other sometimes. 

People have talked about 
that before, how we had 
an uncanny connection in 
moments. He would be 
like, “I think I want you 
to ...” I would be like, “I 
gotcha, I gotcha.” He’d 
be like, “Yeah, that’s what 
I meant right there.” 

There’s so much obvious 
inspiration in the story. 

What*s a way this could 
have been done wrong? 

To play it like you already 
knew what was going 


to happen. And to do it passively And 
to also do it like a victim. He’s not 
a victim; he’s a hero. For it to be a 
more paternal relationship between 
Branch Rickey and Jackie Robinson. 
They were two men who saw eye-to- 
eye on something, who made an 
agreement to achieve a goal 
and to perform a different 
task to achieve that goal. I 
feel like those pitfalls have 
been made in movies like 
this, and I don’t think 
we did. I don’t think we 
did any of that stuff 

I appreciated that both 
in the way the char- 
acter is drawn and in 
your performance, the 
emphasis is on Jackie.

much more about Sandra Bullock’s char- 
acter and, also, by the way, Michael Oher 
had some good stuff happen to him too. 

Right, right. The true story is his story 
Again, that was one of the things, Brian 
Helgeland and I— nothing against “The 
Blind Side,” it’s a great movie— we knew 
that wasn’t this movie. The iconic char- 
acter is Jackie Robinson, and we had to 
follow that. 

I think a lot of younger viewers are liv- 
ing in a “Jersey Shore” world where if 
someone yells something at you, people 
are much more likely to emulate that 
and start a fight.

Can you think of a time when you had 
your temper tested in a similar way? 

Yeah, but I’m not going to tell you. 
{Laughs.} Absolutely, I mean, yeah. 
Growing up as kids, everybody’s been 
in a fight before. Everybody’s had a 
situation where things could have 
blown up in a way that they shouldn’t 
and sometimes you fought and some- 
times you didn’t. I don’t think I could 
do what Jackie Robinson did. I’m not 
sure if I have that in me to withstand 
moments and not rationalize that I 
should fight. 

Have you ever had something that was 
even remotely comparable? 

To the racism and the prejudice? ^ah, ab- 
solutely I mean, I grew up in the South. I 
love the South, but people say that racism 
is more subtle now It’s not always subtle. 

I definitely have some things to draw 
from in order to play this role.

“42,” the almost 
automatically 
inspirational ac- 
count of Jackie 
Robinson’s entrance 
to major league 
baseball in the late 
1940S, wastes no 
time trumpeting 
its story’s rousing 
power. 

“I’m gonna bring 
a Negro ballplayer 
to the Brooklyn 
Dodgers,” team 
president Branch 
Rickey (Harri- 
son Ford, funny) 
grumbles right off 
the, uh, bat. 

“Have you lost 
your mind?” his assistant responds, oblivi- 
ous to the persistently hopeful music that 
dots the movie’s score. 

“Dollars aren’t black and white,” Rickey 
replies, a comment made in almost every 
film dealing with race and business. 
“They’re green.” 

Thankfully, that relentless obvious- 
ness disappears in the second half of “42,” 
which features a potentially star-making 
turn from Chadwick Boseman as Robin- 
son, the first African-American to break 
pro baseball’s color barrier and the only 
player to have his number retired across 
the league. Throughout the film, the real- 
life legend is required to absorb the racism 
coming his way, knowing that a response 
would be seen as weakness, not justified 


retaliation for unyielding attacks. 

The attacks come most strongly from the 
Philadelphia Phillies manager (AlanTudyk), 
who walks out of the dugout just to heckle 
Robinson every time he’s at the plate. Bose- 
man conveys strength without overplaying 
anything, and both Robinson’s ability to 
reassure himself and the crucial support of 
his wife (Nicole Beharie of “Shame”) show 
how a person could absorb that pressure and 
vitriol— all just because he wants to succeed 
in the game he loves. 

Writer-director Brian Helgeland, 
whose career contains far more stinkers 
(“Conspiracy Theory,” “The Order”) than 
excellent films (“L.A. Confidential,” “Mys- 
tic River”), seems to think viewers need 
convention and transparency in a story 
that was, in real life, both revolutionary 
and complicated. (It’s not hard to spot 
similarities to ‘A League of Their Own.”) I 
knew Robinson would ask his boss, “Why 
are you doing this?” before the words left 
his mouth. Robinson tossing a ball to a 
black kid who looks up to him, and ulti- 
mately hitting a homer off a racist pitcher, 
scream “Movie of the Week.” 

Is it asking too much for filmmakers to 
approach biopics with even a shred of their 
subjects’ innovation? 

By the end of “42,” though, the film suc- 
ceeds at depicting the on-field greatness 
needed for Robinson to change the minds 
of certain fans, players and league adminis- 
trators. It’s about an unwritten law being as 
difficult to overturn as a written one, and 
about a base-stealing, home run-hitting man 
who saw himself as “just a ballplayer.” 

He, of course, had to be more than that.

Bateman shows everyman’s 
dark side in ‘Disconnect’

Jason Bateman knows why he gets work. It’s 
how good he is at being the everyman, the guy 
“things happen to” in a comedy 

It’s right there under the category marked 
“trademark” on his IMDB biography— “a 
put-upon everyman.” In that guise, he’s sort 
of the surrogate for the audience. 

“There is perhaps a relatability to what I do 
or what I look like,” Bateman says. “I enjoy 
playing that sort of guy because there’s a lot 
of responsibility there. I’m a player who wants 
the ball, and if I’m being asked to be the eyes, 
the ears, the proxy for the audience, that’s the 
ball.” 

Bateman is handed the ball a lot these days. 
He co-starred with Melissa McCarthy in the 
year’s biggest comedy hit, “Identity Thief,” 
playing the victim of a scam artist. And he was 
handed the ball again in the ensemble drama 
“Disconnect,” playing a workaholic tuned-out 
father whose son is the tragic victim of cyber- 
bullying. 

“I don’t get offered a lot of dramas, but I 
wasn’t surprised that I got offered another 
role who turns out to be a sort of surrogate for 
the audience,” he said. 

The viewer experiences the horror and rage 
any parents would feel at realizing their child, 
unbeknownst to them, was living in agony be- 
cause of what others are doing to him on the 
Internet. Bateman lets us see a scary side of 
himself that his put-upon farces never do. 

“I know how to be funny” he says. “But un- 


der all that is just another human being, and 
anger and simmering rage is much easier to play 
since there’s not another layer on top of that. In 
comedy you’ve got to be believable and put the 
funny layer on top of it. Strip away the funny 
stuff and you’ve got just another normal guy go- 
ing through something that’s challenging.” 

The father of two (he’s married to Amanda 
Anka, the daughter of singer-songwriter Paul 
Anka), the star of “Horrible Bosses” and “Ex- 
tract” and a Golden Globe winner for ‘Ar- 
rested Development,” Bateman found an easy 
way to “get to that place” where he’s a fright- 
ened and furious father. 

“If I have a scene like that coming up, I 
pop out my iPhone and start flipping through 
pictures of my kids. That will get me in a very 
soft and vulnerable place, and we’re off” 

Bateman also stars in the long-awaited 
return of the cult TV show ‘Arrested Devel- 
opment,” with new episodes on Netflix be- 
ginning May 26. You might expect that for 
Bateman, seven years removed from the se- 
ries, his main emotion in revisiting that dys- 
functional extended-family comedy would be 
relief Fans and journalists have been nagging 
him and everyone from the show about a pos- 
sible reunion for years. 

“That show is what I owe the second half 
of my career to,” the onetime child star says. 
“Those were my favorite people to work with. 
I never got tired of the questions, and when 
the offer came to go back there, they didn’t 
have to ask me twice.”

anguish that’s at war with familiar mes- 
sages delivered in alternately affecting and 
melodramatic ways. A couple (Alexander 
Skarsgard, Paula Patton) torn apart by the 
loss of a child copes with identity theft; a 
reporter (Andrea Riseborough) attempts to 
write a feature on a boy (Max Theriot) who 
makes money by masturbating on a Web cam 
service (he’s offended when she just wants 
to talk); busy parents (Jason Bateman, Hope 
Davis) struggle to connect with their teenage 
daughter and son Ben (Jonah Bobo), the 
latter finding comfort in a girl who contacts 
him via Facebook but actually is two male 
classmates whose idea of a prank inevitably 
goes too far.

The 
movie hits home in honest ways, though, in 
its portrait of struggling families, and through 
the sympathetic turns by Bateman and Colin 
Ford, who plays one of the boys perpetrating 
the cruel joke on Ben. Friendless and quiet, 
Ben seeks refuge in the music of Sigur Ros, 
the Icelandic band whose music often features 
words in a made-up language. How beautiful 
and sad that it could ever feel like respite from 
the actual words anyone uses, or doesn’t.

A weak imitation 
of a cop thriller 


For a B -movie about 
street fighting, titles 
don’t get much better 
than “Welcome to 
the Punch.” Unless 
you call your movie, 

I don’t know, “The 
Time Your Balls Met My Foot.” 

Sadly, the Punch is just a location in 
“Welcome to the Punch,” which is actually 
a serious and seriously clicked British crime 
flick with cops and criminals who have never 
heard of a trap. 

Obsessive cop Max Lewinsky (James McA- 
voy) deliberately suggests moving a young 
man to a public hospital to catch his dad, ca- 
reer criminal Jacob Sternwood (Mark Strong). 
Jacob turns up immediately his disguise 
consisting of a baseball cap that doesn’t even 
cover his face. He seems surprised to arrive 
and find Max, whom Jacob shot three years

earlier and who still holds a wicked grudge. 

Max’s fixation just seems unprofessional, 
considering London supposedly is experi- 
encing a higher level of violent crime than 
the U.S. (doubtful) and this allegedly talented 
policeman can scarcely handle covering 
one case at a time. Writer-director Fran 
Creevy barely delivers a sense of place that 
would reinforce a community in fear and a 
crime-fighting force whose disillusionment 
leaves them vulnerable to the sort of cor- 
ruption that pretty much turns up in every 
movie like this. He also acknowledges in the 
press notes a love of films like “Heat” and 
“Infernal Affairs” and then feebly tries to rip 
them off 

Reliable character actors (including Peter 




Mullan and David Morrissey) provide cool 
and/or toughness that Creevy rarely achieves 
in the action sequences, such as Jacob’s 
opening robbery in which he and his crew 
oh-so-inconspicuously work using match- 
ing suits, gas masks and motorcycles even 
though the city is abandoned. Andrea Rise- 
borough (“Disconnect”) co-stars as McA- 
voy’s partner, whom he of course tries to kiss 
because paired cops of the opposite sex can’t 


possibly have a platonic relationship. 

Less than two months ago, “The Sweeney” 
covered similar ground with more style. 
“Welcome to the Punch” assumes that cops 
and crime are fascinating by default, even 
with a total lack of distinctive personality 
to the characters or conspiracy When Max 
finally gets a chance to ask Jacob why the 
killer didn’t kill him when he had the chance, 
the answer is as unsatisfying as the movie.

In the engrossing and silly heist thriller 
“Trance,” art auctioneer Simon (James McA- 
voy) can’t seem to remember where he left a 
valuable painting. For good reason: During a 
robbery, Simon stashed the painting some- 
where safe, but the subsequent head-bashing 
from lead criminal Frank (Vincent Cassel) 
didn’t do Simon any favors in the memory 
department. 

Fortunately, hypnotherapist Elizabeth 
Famb (Rosario Dawson) jumps at the chance 
to counsel a client dealing with something 


other than difficul- 
ties with food or 
a fixation on golf 
Frank’s underling 
may claim, “Every- 
one knows amnesia’s 
bollocks”— and it certainly was in the recent 
Kirsten Dunst/Jim Sturgess atrocity “Upside 
Down”— but Elizabeth works overtime 
to penetrate Simon’s brain, even when he 
seems to fill his void with uncontrollable 
feelings for his hypnotist. 

Until its nested structure grows tiresome, 
“Trance” serves as slick, shifty entertain- 
ment, anchored by three excellent lead 
performances as slithery as the movie. The 
film’s effort to be clever obscures a number 
of interesting emotional developments that 
become collateral damage of a structure that 
prefers twists and senselessness to consis- 
tent characterization. 

This movie has steam, but needs to be 
ironed.

It’s absurd and unethical that Ben tries to 
romance Rebecca (Winnetka native Brit 
Marling), who may have a connection to the 
events he’s trying to understand. The movie 
comes from Neil Gordon’s novel and touches 
on the real-life Weather Underground move- 
ment during the Vietnam War. 

As a filmmaker, Redford (“The Con- 
spirator,” “Lions for Lambs”) lately has been 
bogged down in issue-driven blandness, and 
eventually “Company” succumbs to speech- 
ifying and a lack of connection to its initial 


heat. A small role for Anna Kendrick can’t 
compensate for a story that would be much 
more complicated (and less predictable) had 
it dealt with the complexities of the guilty 
more than the purity of the innocent. 


What begins as a crackling, ’7 os-style 
political thriller drags into a chatty less- 
than-gripping drama that criticizes the press 
only to undermine its purpose.

Pretentious hogwash 



Forgiving critics and 
moviegoers often call 
films without articu- 
late points or well- 
defined characters 
“poems.” This usually 
affixes to work by 
Terrence Malick and 
surely will be a tag 
for the frustrating, 
hollow “Upstream 
Color,” Shane Car- 
ruth’s follow-up to 
2004’s “Primer.” 
Here’s the thing: 
Poems have meaning. Poets use their form 
deliberately, and even abstract work takes 
purpose to matter. A movie without depth 
or story isn’t automatically “a poem,” and 
a movie is not a painting either. A painter’s 
creativity may explode from him/her, but 
movies aren’t so spontaneous. Even a gush of 
complex imagination on the page still must 
be rendered meticulously on screen. 

In bits and pieces, “Upstream Color” docu- 
ments:

»The woman’s later relationship with a 
douchey guy (Carruth), which contains no 
legitimate development between them or 
recognition of what happened to her before 

»Tiny snippets of another couple who 
say things like, “I want today to be peaceful” 
and, “Those are just words; they don’t fix 
anything.” 

This is not profound; it’s empty blather 
posing as tentpoles for insight. 

Characters repeatedly hold or quote 
Henry David Thoreau’s “Walden,” an inher- 
ently lazy reference point. In one ridiculous 
exchange, the primary couple confuses 
stories from their childhood, as if they don’t 


know what happened to whom, even though 
they haven’t shared much of anything with 
each other. 

Carruth fundamentally refuses to employ 
content or structure that would illuminate 
whatever he thinks he’s trying to say and 
doesn’t come close to pairing narrative and 
approach the way say, Paul Thomas Ander- 
son does with the spectacular, appropriately 


confounding “The Master.” Coherence is not 
your enemy, buddy, and you and your mov- 
ies are why some people hate independent 
cinema. 

“Upstream Color” is a pretentious movie 
oppressively engineered to baffle— if anyone 
thinks they can explain what I’m missing, go 
right ahead— even though Carruth hardly 
seems to know what’s there to get.

Everybody likes sandwiches, but after trips 
to Eastern Europe through the years, Tracy 
Miller found herself obsessed with a very 
particular style of stuff-on-bread. 

That would be the small open-faced sand- 
wiches popular in Austria and its neighboring 
countries that she couldn’t stop thinking about. 
In particular, she and her Slovakia-born husband, 
Stanislav Grezdo, adored the ones at Duran Eu- 
ropean Sandwiches, a family-run chain of cafes 
in Vienna. “I thought, wow, this is really cool,” 
Miller said. “Why doesn’t anyone in America 
have them?” 

After meeting with the family to work out an 
agreement to bring the concept to Chicago, she 
opened Duran European Sandwiches (529 N. 
Milwaukee Ave. 312-666-6007) this spring near 
the three-way intersection of Halsted Street and 
Grand and Milwaukee avenues. 

The focal point of this light-filled space with 
a coffeehouse vibe is the sandwich case, filled 
with 28 different kinds of open-faced beauties, 
each a miniature work of art thanks to carefully 
arranged toppings and flourishes of herbs, egg 
and olives. They’re $2.50 to $3.50 a pop and 
a trio makes a nice light meal, hence Du- 
ran’s deal of three sandwiches and a La 
Colombe coffee for $10. 

All sandwiches are served cold 
and start with European white bread 
from Old Town bakery La Eour- 
nette using special iron molds Miller 
brought back from Austria. Made 
with butter and milk, the bread is “soft 
but not mushy ... and it’s light, but has 
enough texture and a richness to it,” Miller 
said. Sandwich toppings are a mix of Duran fam- 
ily recipes and Miller’s own touches. Though she 
keeps many of the details —including secret spice 
blends —under wraps, we asked her to dissect the 
combos on a few of the most popular sammies.

Dissecting the open-faced snacks 
at Duran European Sandwiches 


1 HERRING 

Slices of herring 
marinated in wine, 
onion and capers 
are draped over 
apple salad, let- 
tuce and a cream 
cheese-butter 
mixture. Garnished 
with a slice of hard- 
boiled egg and a 
sprig of dill, this fla- 
vor combo is fruity 
and tangy, with a 
touch of creami- 
ness from the egg 
and cheese spread. 


2 HAM AND LEEK 

After draping a slice of 
French-style ham over 
mayo-dressed leeks and 
sweet peas. Miller pipes a 
dab of cream cheese doc- 
tored up with fresh herbs 
and garlic on top before 
garnishing with a slice of 
egg, tomato and her favorite 
pickle, a Polish import called 
Polanaise. “There’s only one 
distributor in Chicago that 
carries these pickles,” said 
Miller. “If you’ve ever had it. 
I’m telling you, you will never 
go back to another pickle.” 


3 PIC ANTE SALAD 

This sandwich is a revved- 
up version of a Duran origi- 
nal. “In Austria, they don’t 
have a lot of spicy food. 
What’s spicy to them is not 
really spicy to us,” Miller 
said. A mix of peppers, 
potatoes and pickles rests 
atop a pile of grated carrots 
marinated overnight in pep- 
per juice. “It just absorbs all 
that spiciness,” Miller said. 
“It’s not like, ‘Oh my gosh, I 
need water,’ but it definite- 
ly has a kick. It’s kind of a 
creeper heat.” 


4 VITAMIN 

“I’ve had a lot of people 
kind of look at it like, ‘I 
don’t know,’ and then 
they try it and it’s their 
favorite one,” Miller said 
of this kiwi-garnished 
combo of apple salad 
and shredded carrots 
dressed with garlic 
and lemon, a popular 
Eastern European prep- 
aration. My Polish friend 
agreed. “This is just like 
my mom makes when 
I go to her house,” he 
said after taking a bite.

SHRIMP SALAD 

Light and fresh, this 
shrimp salad is “my 
mama’s recipe,” Miller 
said. “I believe with sea- 
food, you don’t want to 
do a whole lot to it. ... You 
just want to enhance the 
flavors; you don’t want 
to try to cover it up.” 
Morsels of shrimp are 
mixed with celery, green 
onion, dijon mustard, 
mayo and a secret spice 
blend before being gar- 
nished with a lemon slice 
and a sprig of dill. 


5 SALMON 

“It’s nothing you 
haven’t seen be- 
fore, but I think 
we do it well,” 
Miller said of the 
classic combo of 
smoked salmon, 
dill, capers and 
chive cream 
cheese, which 
she lightens up 
with Greek yo- 
gurt. “It adds a 
little bit of a bite, 
which I like.” 


6 SALAM 

Miller serves two kinds of salami (or 
salam, as they say in Eastern Europe) 
sandwiches that look similar but 
taste a bit different. One features a 
classic salami atop a vegetable salad 
of cooked carrots, potatoes, peas and 
onion, garnished with tomato and 
egg (6a). The other is made with a 
brighter red-hued Hungarian variety 
of salami atop a French vegetable 
salad (made with pickles and raw car- 
rots instead of cooked) dressed up 
with cucumber, egg and a Spanish 
olive (6b). “The tartness of the olive 
with the spiciness of the salami is 
very good together,” Miller said.

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KFC says new boneless 
chicken is a ‘game changer*

Trying to tear meat off a chicken skeleton is 
an annoyance for many Americans, especially 
younger ones. So KFC, in what it’s call- 
ing a “game changer” of a move, is 
ditching the bones. 

The Kentucky-based 
chicken chain is rolling out 
its Original Recipe Bone- 
less options Sunday as it 
attempts to draw back 
patrons seeking more 
portable, convenient 
foods. 

In the U.S., 8o percent 
of fried chicken is served 
off the bone in the form of 
strips, bites and filets, according 
to the company Competitors such as Mc- 
Donald’s, Chick-fil-A and Burger King are 
invading the chicken market with hassle-free 
chicken offerings such as wraps, nuggets and 
sandwiches. 


That leaves a slim market for the drumstick, 
thigh and breast pieces KFC is known for serv- 
ing. Hence the new boneless launch, which 
KFC says in a statement is “more than just 
a promotional product; it’s a new 
way of doing business.” 

The solid pieces of chick- 
en will become a “flagship” 
offering, according to the 
chain, which is offer- 
ing a two-piece combo 
with a side order, biscuit 
and drink for $4.99. A 
10 -piece mixed bucket— 
four boneless pieces and 
six pieces on the bone— 
costs $14.99. 

The debut of the boneless chick- 
en will be accompanied by two 30 -second 
commercials dubbed “I Ate the Bones!” The 
spots were directed by David O. Russell, who 
also headed up the Academy Award-nominat- 
ed “Silver Linings Playbook.”

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‘Veep’: The new adventure 
of old Julia Louls-Dreyf us

The good staffers of Vice President Selina 
Meyer’s office had been trying to put out a fire 
all afternoon when their slightly discombobu- 
lated leader, played by Julia Louis-Dreyfus, 
turned up on the set of HBO’s “Veep.” 

Before she stepped into character, however, 
Louis-Dreyfus had a question. 

“Did you talk to the actors about the script 
changes?” she asked the show’s creator and 
all-around head coach, Armando lannucci, as 
he sat behind a monitor watching takes. He 
nodded. “Good,” she smiled, then stepped in 
front of the camera, where in the next scene 
her character took hold of a developing cri- 
sis — and made it much worse. 

Over a 30 -year career, Louis-Dreyfus has 
played some rich parts. But she’s never jug- 
gled skills likes she has in “Veep”— physical 
and verbal comedy broad humor and political 
satire and, maybe most important, acting and 
producing. 



When the half-hour comedy debuts its sec- 
ond season at 9 p.m. Sunday, it will mark not 
only the beginning of the next phase of droll 
British humor on U.S. airwaves, but the latest 


chapter for Louis-Dreyfus. As someone who’s 
“not only the quarterback but the one who 
can call the audibles,” in the words of cast- 
mate Reid Scott, Louis-Dreyfus, 52, will often 
improv new material, guide cast members and 
offer suggestions to writers. 

“It does feel like I can do more than I’ve 
done before,” said the actress, who won an 
Emmy for her performance in 2012. “This is a 
comedic gold mine. Selina has ambition, and 
that ambition is thwarted. That allows for a 
lot of opportunities.” 

Louis-Dreyfus, who signed on the year af- 
ter her hit CBS sitcom “The New Adventures 
of Old Christine” ended its run in 2010, has a 
third hit on her hands, a rarity for an actor. It’s 
rarer still for a principal member of the “Sein- 
feld” cast, all of whom besides Dreyfus have 
failed to carry a new series. 

“Maybe it’s because I’m short and I’ve had 
to push my way through a lot in life,” she said, 
possibly only half-joking.

Goyer, who also directed the first two 
episodes, brings Leo’s creative process to 
breathtaking life by using da Vinci’s famous 
sketches in animated form.

‘Spartacus’ goes 
out in blaze of glory 


Like a gladiator 
fighting to the death, 
the series finale of 
“Spartacus: War of 
the Damned” will rip 
out your heart and 
stomp it into dust. 
That should not be 
a spoiler to anyone who knows the history of 
the rebel leader’s war against Rome, which is 
what made writing the finale, titled “Victory” 
and airing at 8 p.m. Friday on Starz, such 
a difficult task for series creator Steven S. 
DeKnight. 

“Ending a series is always difficult. And 
I’m extremely proud of our series finale,” 
Deknight told me earlier this season. “It’s 
probably the biggest episode we’ve ever 
done. But it really reaUy is just emotionally so 
powerful, which to me was the most impor- 
tant thing, that it had an emotional impact at 
the very end.” 

Emotional impact— and possibly the 
highest body count in a series known for 
piling dead bodies high. The battle scenes are 
incredible, even by the high standards the 


series already set in its previous two seasons 
and a prequel. 

“My friends, the time of our parting is at 
hand,” Spartacus (Liam McIntyre) says to his 
rebel army, setting the stage for their final 
battle against legions of soldiers. 

Spartacus and his warriors know they face 
certain death, and so do viewers. 

“Or do they?” McIntyre teased before 
the season began, adding that he thought 
he knew how the finale would go down, too. 
“I’m happy to report that there’s been a bit 
of creativity in the ending, so I remember 
reading it going, ‘I’m pretty sure that’s not 
the ending I was expecting,’ which is always a 
nice feeling.” 

“I think {the finale] does it justice; not 
many shows get to go out in the way we go 
out and I’m pretty proud that,” he said. 

DeKnight, too, thinks they stuck the land- 
ing, as he put it. He said he thought— rightly 
it turns out— that fans will be moved by the 
finale. 

“I saw a rough cut of the finale and I cried 
my eyes out— and I wrote the damn thing! I 
knew what was coming,” he said at the time.
